Black Aphids Injuring 
Poplar Trees in Area 


If yeu have poplar trees in a 
shelter belt orround your home 
it may be worth your while to 
check these closely to see that 
they are not being attacked by 
aphids (plant lice). These are 
very active in some parts of the 
municipality just now and doing 
a great deal of damage. If left un- 
checked they will even cause the 
death of trees. The damage they 
can dois very obvious in Swal- 
well though there they are now 
under control. 

Establishment of a Shelter belt 
represents a deal of forethought, 
expense and hard work. It is a 
shame to have this lost for lack 
of a little extra care. Check your 
trees carefully. Look for clusters 
of small black insects (some wing- 
ed like flies that glisten in the 
sun) near the tips and on the un- 
derside of lower branches. They 
feed by sucking the sap out of the 
tender branches, not by eating 
the leaves, and have to be killed 
by a contact poison. Spraying 
with a solution of nicotine sul- 
phate (Blackleaf 40) and soap is 
effective. 

Trees attacked for some time 
gradually shed their leaves, mov- 
ing frem the bottom upward, un- 
tilcompletely defoliated. Under 
right conditions aphids multiply 
at an astounding rate. For fur- | 
ther information contact W. D.

Danes Discover the Secret _ 


Of Old Chinese Ceramics 


By JOHN PETERSEN 
(CPC Correspondent) 

When the Mongols swept down 
over China at the end of the 13th 
century and overthrew, the Sung dyn- 
asty there was lost to civilization the 
fine art of producing stoneware with 
special warm, rich lusters lovingly 
endowed in the ceramist ovens. 

For centuries there remained hid- 
den the secret processes which gave 
a “soul” to the flower vase or fruit 
bowl. The pieces which were handed 
down from generation to generation 
graduall- were accumulated’ in tem- 
ples and in the collections of art- 
loving emperors, 

The few pieces which have come 
down to this day still hold the rare 
beauty molded into them hundreds of 
years ago and are practically price- 
less, 

For a time in the last century it 
seemed that the French had succeed- 
ed in reproducing a likeness to these 
fine ceramic pieces. 

But not until today, in tiny Den- 
mark, Europe's oldest kingdom, have 
the secret processes used during the 
Sung period been fully recreated— 
and, some art lovers believe, perhaps 
surpassed, 

This is no accident, for ceramists 
at the 175-year-old Royal Copenhag- 
en Porcelain manufactory have been 
delving into the mysteries of produc- 
ing the finely glazed stoneware for 
the past 50 years, 

Artists and chemical engineers 
combined their talents and after 
countless failures they have finally 
developed such fine glazes as “Sang 
de boeuf” (ox-blood), ‘“celadon”, 
“olivin’, “golden~ hare’s fur’ ahd 
even the ever-revered “Clair de lune”. 

Progress at the manufactory was 
slow until Patrick Nordstrom, a wood 
earver turned ceramist, discovered a 
brilliant, deep blue glaze created by 
a metallic oxide, 

It was he who created or recreat- 
ed ox-blood glaze said to have a qual- 
ity which surpasses that made by 
the ancient Chinese. 

This glaze is made from copper Ox- 
ide, but it depends upon the heat of 
the oven in which the stoneware is 
baked whether it turns out red or 
green, 

The variance of just a few degrees 
of heat can make or break an artist’s 
finest work, 

One of the first of the Danish ar- 
tist’s to delve into this medium was 
Knud Kyhn, a virile, nature-loving 
character who has put Nordic land- 
scapes onto vases and bowls, He also 
is noted for his fine animal figures, 
with their warm, life-like colorings. 

Artist Jais Nielsen has used the 
medium to place biblical subjects on 
large vases. But more than this, he 
had created a series of stoneware 
sculptures described as among the 
finest works of art produced in Den- 
mark during this century,

The factory's production manager, 
O. Mathiesen, has succeeded in pro- 
ducing a celadon glaze of sea-green 
which can well bear comparison with 
the Chinese description as being “like 
the sky after a shower’, 

The base for this glaze is ferric 
oxide, It was experimentation with 
this oxide that started Mathiesen on 
the track of the rich, black glazes 
whose classic prototypes, however, 
still refuse to yield up their secret. 

But to Mathiesen’s credit goes the 
development of the so-called “olivin’”’ 
glaze which, although related in 
some ways with the Chinese masters, 
is termed a “new shoot on the fam- 
ily tree of European ceramics.”

Use 
an all-over design in a soft, neutral 
color that will not draw attention to 
the sharp breaks between slant and 
vertical wall. Avoid symmetrical de- 
signs that have a dizzying effect 
in such a room. Use identical paper 
on walls and ceiling since the small 
patch of ceiling will only seem small- 
er if a contrasting paper is used, 

The third question is: “Can I use 
a bold pattern in a small room?” 
Here, it all depends on how the room 
is to be used. If it is a small bed- 
room that is used nightly by some 
member of the family, a bold pattern 
would be overpowering and depress- 
ing. If, on the other hand, it is a 
powder room, a sewing room, a din- 
ette or some other room that is used 
only on occasion, something unusual 
and amusing can be highly appropri- 
ate, Taken in small doses, a wallpa- 
per that rocks you to your founda- 
tions can be fun, can add zest to the 
whole house. 

Question No. 4 is: “How can [ 
make the ceiling of a too-high room 
’ This again takes us 
Straight back to wallpaper — and 
gives us a choice of starting either 
at the top or the bottom of the walls, 
You can either use the drop-ceiling 
technique which simply consists of 
carrying the ceiling paper from six 
to twelve inches down the wall, or 
you can use a deep toned paper much 
stronger in color value than the wall- 
paper used on the side wall, If your 
walls are plain, use a non-directional 
floral on the ceiling. It adds char- 
acter as well as giving the effect of 
a lower ceiling. 

And, finally: “Is a bold design all 
right for a bedroom?” Yes, but only 
to a minor degree, perhaps on one 
wall only. A bedroom should, above 
all, be a restful but cheerful place 
and the tempo should be set by a 
restful wallpaper. Wallpapers with 


|} bold, rich, dramatic designs are not 


always restful. This is not to say 
that a bedroom should be pale. You'll 
find many wallpapers that have a 
happy faculty of combining the rest- 
ful with the bright and happy. If 
you crave drama in the form of bold, 
rich designs, these can have their 
place too in a sudden touch in clothes 
closet lining or wall behind the bed,

Gold Rush 
For Movie 


VANCOUVER—It took gunfire 
in 1898 to make John Schuberg’s 
theatre—Vancouver's first—suc- 
cessful. But things improved af- 
ter that, the 84-year-old said 
here recently when he was hon- 
ored by the Canadian Pioneers’ 
Association as the oldest motion 
picture exhibitor in the country. 


“Most people in Vancouver in 1898 
were trying to figure out how to get 
up to the Klondike for the gold 
rush,” he said, ‘When I got a chance 
to buy an Edison kinetograph for 
$250 in Seattle, I decided moving pic- 
tures would take the place of the 
gold rush for me.” 

He said his first “show” was “only 
one film, It consisted of battle 
scenes from the Spanish-American 
war.” 

Business wasn't forthcoming until 
“I decided it needed some ballyhoo. 
I got behind the screen with a couple 
of guns and some tin to make thun- 
der sounds.” 

Mr. Schulberg said, what with the 
realistic scenes amid so much noise, 
“we had trouble emptying the place 
for the next show.” He put the same 
film on pretty well throughout Brit- 
ish Columbia and then opened the 
Edison Electric Theatre in 1904, 

That grew to association with three 
theatres but ‘‘there’s not much to tell 
from that time on.” 

The ceremony here was to have 
been on his retirement but Mr. Schu- 
berg “confessed” he actually retired 
in 1941, 

“T haven’t got around to announc- 
ing it until now,” he said,
